The sentiment among the represen­ 
tativ es of the v oters is that the fed er­ 
a l gov ernment shou ld “mind its own 
bu siness” in affairs concerning whom 
the citizens of the v ariou s sov ereign 
states shall employ 
in the 
field s or 
factories, a su rv ey of 
the 
situ ation 
shows. 
Arkansas is the 
only 
one of the 
sou thwestern states that has 
ratified 
the amend ment proposal and alread y 
there are reports cu rrent that a mov e 
wou ld be mad e at the present session 
of the legislatu re to repeal the ratifica­ 
tion, d one at 
a special session 
last 
Ju ne. 
The Kansas 
legislatu re 
d efeated 
the proposal ov erwhelmingly , only to 
find that it may hav e to v ote all ov er 
again becau se of techincal errors in 
the title of the bill. 
Howev er, senti­ 
ment Is su ch 
that another v ote u n- 
-d ou bted ly will resu lt the same way . 
Oklahoma and Wy oming hav e tu rn­ 
ed d own the proposal and ind ications 
are that the same fate is in store for 
the amend ment in Missou ri, Tex as and 
Colorad o, 
Defeat of the proposal in Oklahoma 
was cau sed by 
a general 
misu nd er­ 
stand ing of the amend ment as regard s 
its ju risd iction as well as an apparent 
d istru st of congress accord ing to Ira 
M. Finley > presid ent of the Oklahoma 
fed eration of labor. 
“Had the measu re been more specific 
in what limitations wou ld be mad e on 
child labor, it wou ld hav e receiv ed a 
majority v ote.“ said Finley .

This same 
feeling is apparent 
in 
Tex as where an u nofficial canv as of 
Lone Star legislators showed strong 
sentiment against the amend ment be- 
cau se of the effect it wou ld hav e on 
labor in cotton 
field s and 
also that 
since other states hav e rejected it, 
there mu st be something objectionable 
to it. 
| 
Tex as, howev er has a hill before its 
legislatu re now regu lating child labor 
in ind u stries where there is an ele­ 
m ent of d anger.

Opponents of the measu re in Kansas 
argu ed that su ch a law wou ld tend to 
make child ren 
lazy ; 
that 
a farmer 
i-ou ld hav e the right to permit his 
inor child ren to work in the field s, 
j 
’ The majority of Missou ri 
legisla­ 
tors are against the measu re. Accord ­ 
ing to H. C. Day , representativ e from 
W ebster cou nty and chairman of the 
, 
committee on constitu tional amend ­ 
ments. 
“The people of 
my 
cou nty 
are 
against it becau se it wou ld strike a 
sev ere blow at the cajv ning ind u stry 
in that section,“ Day said . 
“I believ e 
the fed eral gov ernment has gone far 
enou gh in centralizing power at Wash­ 
ington and it is time to call a halt.” 
Colorad o has state laws protecting 
child ren in ind u stry and feels that the 
fed eral measu re 
is u nnecessary . 
Its 
passage is ex tremely u nlikely , accord ­ 
ing to its su pporters. 
“Ad v ocates 
of states’ 
rights 
and 
beet su gar interests 
are 
giv ing the 
most opposition” said Ju d ge Ben B. 
Lind sey f noted ju v enile cou rt au thority 
who Is lead ing the fight for ad option. 
Farmers’ 
organizations 
in Colorad o 
“d o not want fed eral inspection here 
• Interfering with the work of ou r chil­ 
dren. 


This sentiment is prev alent thru ou t 
the sou thwest, those interested in the 
amend ment say , and it is too strong 
to ov ercome, for the present, at least. 
With the action of Kansas and Okla 
horna Thu rsd ay 
afternoon, bu t 
fou r 
more states are requ ired to reject it 
in ord er to keep the amend ment from 
becoming a part of the su preme law 
of the land , u nless, of cou rse, some of 
the states that refu sed to ratify later 
change their action. 
Three-fou rths of the states, or 36, 
are requ ired to ratify a constitu tion­ 
al amend ment before it becomes ef­ 
fectiv e and 13 states can reject it. So 
far bu t two states, Arkansas and Cali- 
bafforpiat hav e ratified . 
In ad d ition, 
the lower hou se of the Arizano legis­ 
latu re ratified it, bu t the senate has 
not acted .

Nearing home, and still pondering 
the dancing, Shaw found t*v square 
in which he lived empty , so he began 
to try to spin, as the dancer had done, 
but 
unsuccessfully , as he fell each 
time.

Why is it unluck y to light three cig­ 
arettes from the same match? 
A stu­ 
dent of superstition has been try ing 
to find out the origin of this most pop­ 
ular of recent beliefs in omens. 
One ex planation say s that it started 
in the Boer war. 
There has seldom 
been a war in which so many men were 
k illed or wounded by sharpshooters. 
It did not tak e long to observe that 
at night, if a match were k ept alight 
long enough to Ignite three eigurettes, 
it gave a distant Boer mark sman just 
time enough to get a good aim. 
One 
of the three men usually fell, so it 
was not surprising that the habit soon 
became look ed upon as unluck y . 
Another ex planation, however, say s 
that the Boer war story was made up 
long afterw ard to ex plain the belief, j 
Th is critic is more prosaic and he in­ 
sists that the popular opinion was not 
heard until the World war and that it 
was started by the m anufacturers of

Most Careful Attention 
M mv fruit growers fall to realize 
that orchard land that is Inclined to 
b e we’ requires drainage just us much 
is lar-d for general crops. 
This is 
artieu'ai'ly true of peach, cherry and 
.pple orchards. 
The pear, plum and 
i lince usually withstand a more moist 
« nil 
condition. 
Where the 
land 
is 
heavy and naturally poorly drained the 
trees make a slow growth, it re Inclined 
to suffer from root rot find winter in­ 
jury, the b ark Is reddish In color and 
they 
are often short lived. 
Neither 
good culture nor fertilizers will over­ 
come this troub le. 
Also good surface 
drainage Is no assurance that tiling is 
not needed. 
The most ob serving orchardlsts are 
usinf more tile and there Is unques­ 
tioned evidence that it is paying well 
in la tte r tiees and crops. 
This is a 
good time <*T year to make a critical 
survey of the orchard and determine 
whetlaer certain depressions or b asins 
need An outlet for the surplus water 
in the spring. 
If so, a ditching ma­ 
chine may do the work b etter and 
cheaper than to dig the ditches b y 
hand. 
The tile are usually laid ab out 
two to two and one-half feet deep, al­ 
though on some level areas it is neces­ 
sary to put them deeper In order to 
secure enough fall. 
The main lines of rile will follow 
he natural depression, even though It 
is quite irregular, and the laterals will 
follow the minor depressions that lead 
into the main one.

San Ant<>ni<>, Texas.—The Alamo — 
the shrin e o f Texas liberty—is the 
best-lo ved histo rical bu ilding in Texas. 
Wrapped 
in its gray clo ak, it stands 
here amid the hu stle an d bu stle o f 
mo dern city life. 
The wo rd “Alamo ” 
is a Spanish name fo r the co tto nwo o d 
tr *e. a species o f po plar who se wo o d 
. 
? t> d fo r beau ty o f textu re. 
These 
treet- gro w alo ng the creeks and rivers 
o f Texas. 
The Alamo was erected in 
u gro ve o f co tto nwo o ds. 
The bu ilding no w 
kno wn as 
the 
Alamo was the chu rch in the Missio n 
San Anto nio de Valero . 
It stands o n 
the east side o f Alamo plaza in the 
center o f San Anto nio , with its carved 
sto ne face to ward 
the 
setting su n. 
Its fro nt bears the date o f 1757, pro b­ 
ably the date o f its dedicatio n. 
The fo u ndatio n sto ne was laid o n 
May 8, 1744. 
It Is u ndersto o d thu t 
the missio n w r s fo u nded o n the Rio 
Grande river in 1703, was mo ved twice, 
then finally bro u ght to San Anto nio , 
by o rder o f the vicero y o f New Spain, 
the Marq u is o f Valero , in 1718, a nu m­ 
ber o f years befo re the revo lu tio n. 
The chu rch was bu ilt o f sto ne, and 
there are evidences that it o nce had 
twin to wers, tho u gh at the time it was 
besieged by (Jen. San ta Anna they hu d 
disappeared and the do me had partly 
fallen. 
At the time the Alamo was 
rehabilitated, a new ro o f was pu t o n; 
hnt it still retains the o ld dirt flo o r. 
Fa mous Ba ttle . 
Du ring Texas’ war with Mexico in 
1830, the Alamo , co ntaining 181 men 
u nder the co mmand o f Co l. 
W. 
B. 
Travis, and Inclu ding Bo wie, Cro ckett 
and Bo nham, was besieged by Santa 
Anna with a large fo rce. 
Co l. Travis 
sent messengers with a call fo r help 
which failed to co me. 
He then made 
his famo u s speech to his men and 
asked tho se who agreed to remain 
with him and defend the fo rt to the 
last to step o ver a line which he drew 
o n the flo o r with the po int o f In* 
swo rd. 
Every o ne, with the exceptio n o f a 
man named Ro ss, who made his cs- 
yape. stepped o ver the line to Travis. 
Bo wie had to be lifted acro ss tl*e line. 
On March 0, Santa Anna sto rmed the 
fo rt. 
The brave defen ders were o ver­ 
whelmed. 
After the siege the Alamo was in 
ru ins u ntil 1849 , when it was partly 
resto red by MaJ. Babbitt, acting q u ar­ 
term aster o f the Eighth Military de­ 
partmen t, fo r o ffices an d a sto reho u se, 
Texas having been admitted into the 
Unio n. 
It was thu s u sed u ntil 
the 
Civil w ar when the Co n federate fo rces 
to o k It 
o ver. 
After the 
war, 
the 
United States go vernment again u sed 
it u ntil 
a q u arterm aster’s depo t 
was 
bu ilt o n Go vernment hill.

The state afterward pu rchased the 
Alamo fo r $20,(KM). 
The Dau ghters o f 
the 
Texas Repu blic have charge

lets co ntaining the natries o f the 181 
men who made 
the hero ic stand. 
The 
Dau ghters

right o f the Alamo and o nce a part o f 
the missio n, fo r $75,(KK) an d later so ld 
it to the state fo r $6 5,0 0 0. 
They made 
a walled garden o f this spo t with wide 
iro n gates o pening to ward the Alamo .

In Los Angeles, the 40 cases so far 
reported were all persons who had 
come in direct contact with the original 
patient, a Mex ican woman. 
It Is to be hoped that the combined 
efforts of the health machinery of Los 
Angeles. Cal. and the United State* 
may stamp ou t this disease, for a more 
dangerou s foe to hu man life does no t 
ex ist.
